Hee applies theſe 
inſtruments ro the draining of ponds,meeres and all forts of yvaterish 
and fenny places , and conſequently maketh that Land to beare good 
ha before afforded nothing buc rushes,ſedge and ſnch other 
unprofitable materjalls, whereby the increaſe of ſuch Lands is multi- 

[ed to'2 very vaſt proportion-. Hee dreineth Cole-pits and Metall- 

ines at far eafier rates and with lefle tireing and jadeing of horſes, 
then by the ordinary way-and performeth ſuch warks of x nature, 
as by the meanes now in uſe are impoſſible. Contraryvviſe, he hereby 
drovvneth orvvatereth dry-lands , yvhether for ankoics them more 
— and defenſible , or more-fruithul, then naturally they are. He 
can alſo hereby conveigh ates tarovunes or Houſes , that lie very 
remote from , and very mych above amy fpring-heads or Rivers. He 
facilitates the ordinary deyiges of brevvers and diers in fitting their 
furneſes, and in generall, doth tote in alt reſpe&s of ſpeed, quantity,
